These statistics, taken from fig- 
ures prepared by the American Pe- 
troleum Institute, partially indicate 
one aspect of the economic revolu- 
tion wrought in the nation by the 
substitution of the motor vehicle 
for the horse and buggy. 

Innovations and new inventions 
are often decried in the belief that 
they may curtail employment, but 
as in many other cases, the auto- 
mobile has created employment in 
the production of raw material, the 
building and equipment of great 
manufacturing plants, labor in mak- 
ing the machines, in their transpor- 
tation, the building of hard-surfaced 
roads for their swift travel, and pro- 
Cuction of fuel for their operation. 

Practically all of this would have 
been nonexistent had we stuck to 
the horse and buggy, for only the 
wealthy and_ well-to-do availed 
themselves of private equipages of 
this sort. It is different with the 
automobile, there being one ma- 
chine for every five persons in the 
United States, and they bear a large 
Share of the taxes _in the various

Here and there amongst the end- 
less rows of colossal apartment 
houses, that look so much like inhab- 
ited tombs, and where no man even 
knows his next door neighbor b 
name, the stroller around New York 
discovers a church, like a small island 
in the midst of a sea of stone. Ex- 
cept for the Catholic churches, where 
attendance is obligatory, the churches 
of this city are more than half emp- 
ty. Nearly every minister I met had 
the same doleful story ‘o tell of de- 
cline in congregation, total indiffer- 
ence amongst the youth and a steady 
falling off in resources for mission- 
ary and evangelical work. The phe- 
nomenon is not restricted to Amer- 
ica, although I think that the process 
of de-Christianization has gone much 
further than in many a European 
country, for instance France. ' 

When someone tells me, generally 
with indignation, about conditions in 
Russia, where the youth is being 
brought up in an absolutely godless 
way, I always think of that story 
of the mote and the beam. In Rus- 
sia, ministers of the gospel may not 
engage in any proselytizing work or 
propaganda of the faith, but here no- 
body interferes with them. To the con- 
trary, the clergy has all sorts of ad- 
vantages and privileges. They are hon- 
ored above their fellow men with re- 
spect and veneration even. In cor- 
porate councils of administration. 
whether civic or national, their voice 
is heard with diffidence. They are 
exempt from many duties which some- 
times weigh quite heavily on the 
shoulders of others and still—they do 
not seem to be able to fill their tem- 
ples. 

A clergyman was telling me this 
week that he had perhaps the best- 
trained choir in New York city. I 
visited his church and it was a pic- 
ture of harmony and beauty, colored 
windows through which golden light 
streamed into the chancel, a perfect 
organ fit for a Vidor or a Bach, com- 
fortable pews, a golden candelabra 
next to the pulpit on which the eye 
could rest when the tranquil flame 
of the candles burnt in it; in short a 
marvel. “But,” he said, “if we have 
a dozen or a score of people in here 
of a Sunday night, we call ourselves 
fortunate.” 

Another gentleman told me that in 
order to attract the younger people, 
he had adopted the custom of dis- 
cussing the latest Book-of-the-Monthb 
on Sunday evenings in his pulpit. “I 
have recitals from Shakespeare by ex- 
pert elocutionists, readings from 
Shelley, Keats, Goethe by men and 
women who are poets in their own 
name. But even that does not seem 
to attract the people. What is wrong 
with the world anyhow?” he asked in 
a half-despairing voice. 

I don't know what is wrong with 
the world, but I know that I certain- 
ly will not go to church to hear a 
book reviewed, or to hear some dame 
read snatches trom Shakespeare. Nor 
would I go to play billiards—suppos- 
ing I knew how—in some church 
basement or parlor, as there exist now 
also. 

Far be it from this commentator 
to pass judgment on individual min- 
isters, but if I look over the course 
of history since the Reformation, I 
think I see where Protestantism went 
astray. And if a ingle year might be 
taken as symbolical of the evil that 
has come over the church since, | 
would say it was the year 1525. In 
that year, the cause of Christ and 
the cause of the people were one. At 
that time the peasants were the peo- 
ple. These peasant came to Luther, 
who was their beloved counsellor and 
friend. who had placed the Bible in 
their hands. In this Bible they had 
read the Glad Message of Human 
Brotherhood and with an enthusias- 
tic faith they sought to apply this

NEWS BEHIND. THE NEWS 
BY PAUL MALLON. : ‘ 
CONSOLIDATION NO. 1 WASHINGTON, Jan. 7.—Those two 


| gentlemen seen walking into the White 
House frequently during the last three weeks disguised as the Smith 
brothers were well-known government officials. An observer who saw 
them with their whiskers off recognized the one and only Mr. Harry 
(Trade) Hopkins, of WPA, ahd the two and only Mr. Harold (Mark) 
Ickes, of PWA and DOI. 

They have been getting down under the executive desk for extra 
secret conferences with the chief. It is said they have been told that 
if any leak developed they could make their money somewhere else 
thereafter and not get-it from Mr.. Morgenthau. 

Well, here is the leak: 

A department of public welfare will be created sometime within the 
next few months. It will mean the consolidation of the Hopkins Works 
Progress ‘Administration and the Ickes Public Works Administration, and 
possibly all the spending and lending agencies having to do with public 
welfare, such as the various housing groups, portions of resettlement 
and possibly even the new slums clearance administration to be set up 
under the Wagner bill. The new department will haye’ permanent status 
like the ten other regular government departments. An eleventh cabinet 
member will head it. 

Who the new cabinet member will be is not yet certain, but it may 
be Hopkins. He seems to be the logical choice. P 

Note—Probably nothing fatal.will happen to Hopkins and Ickes be- 
cause of the disclosure, The public welfare consolidation is only one of 
the subjects discussed at the sub-table meetings. What President Roose- 
velt apparently desired to prevent by his admonition is a repetition of 
the situation which developed last year. Then both Ickes and Hopkins 
(chiefly Ickes) conducted a campaign inside congress for their respec- 
tive WPA and PWA appropriations. That will not happen again. 


CO-OPS_ Mr. Roosevelt’s long lost co-operative mission to Europe will 

come to life shortly. A report will be made public concern- 
ing its investigation last summer into the operation of European co-ops, 
particularly those in Sweden and England. The report will seem to be 
the unanimous conclusions of the seven commissioners on the co-op 
question, but it will be far less than that. . 

The commissioners dropped their real conclusions into the White 
House letter box several months ago and ran. These were marked for 
permanent burial. They are supposed to have included a majority and 
minority report which cast grave doubts upon the original idea of gov- 
ernment financing for consumers’ and other co-ops. 

The new unanimous report is understood to be another tribute to 
Mr. Roosevelt’s skill in conciliation. Those who have seen it in a semi- 
final state say it is a factual recitation of the European co-op situation 
to which no one could object. In addition, the commissioners may make 
public individual statements concerning phases of the subject in which 
they are particularly interested. 

The semi-final understanding was that there would be no recommen- 
dations to congress for legislation. 


CONVERSION Many things have happened on the inside here con- 
cerning the co-operative issue since Mr. Roosevelt 

became interested in it shortly befcre the Democratic national convention. 
The official inspiration for the move was originally furnished by 
Agriculture Secretary Wallace. He is said to have changed his mind 
lately. So have most of the other official students of the question, par- 
ticularly those closely connected with the farm problem and farm co-ops. 
In fact, most of the insiders give credit for killing the plan to the farm 
co-op leaders. The farmers learned that the establishment of government 
Subsidies for consumer co-ops to buy from them in bulk at sub-market 
— is a totally different thing from co-operative marketing by pro- 

ucers. 

The natural gradual establishment of co-ops, on their own initiative 
and money and from the bottom up, is what most of the authorities 
around here favor now. 

That seems to end that. 


ART The New Dealers managed to hide it, but they were deeply hurt 
when ex-Secretary of the Treasury Mellon gave all those fifty or 
sixty million dollars to art as a public charity. They called it “one of 
Frank Hogan’s tricks.” Mr. Hogan is an eminent artist in his line, which 
happens to be the law. Lately he has been devoting his best brushwork 
to the defense of Mellon against income tax prosecutions instituted by 
the Democrats. A decision in the case has been imminent from the Board 
of Tax Appeals for some time. It hinges, as everyone knows, around Mr. 
Mellon’s art contributions. By definitely making the gift now, Mr. Hogan 
thereby makes it difficult for the tax board to hold against Mellon. Also 
it gives him positive additional proof for an appeal to the circuit court 
in case the Tax Board accepts the Democratic estimation of Mr. Mellon. 


MESSAGE Mr. Roosevelt's annual message was delivered to the wrong 
address. He read it to congress, but intended it for the 
Supreme court, a block away. Despite the error, court reports indicate 


it has reached the proper addressee and is being seriously considered.

P s As everyone remembers, 
Last July. certain generals of the 
_, United States army re- 
belled against the American govern- 
ment last July, using disloyal troo 
and stolen equipment to attack the 
lawful authority of the country. They 
set forth that crime was rife in the 
nation, that grafters were stealing the 
public funds, and that the people were 
undisciplined, irreverent and disor- 
derly. 

That was true, but that was just 
the sort of people that the Americans 
happened to be, and the government, 
occupied with more difficult problems, 
was unable to preserve order. Still, 
the government was doing its best, 
and it was, after all, the lawful gov- 
ernment of the United States. True, 
there had been some election frauds 
here and there, as usual, but this elec- 
tion was no more fraudulent than 
some in which Republican presidents 
had been elected. As a matter of fact, 
the government’s task was complicated. 
by the problem of cleaning up _ the 
dreadful poverty which had been left 
by the Republicans. 

The mutinous generals were sup- 
ported by an element of economic roy- 
alists, reactionary Republicans and 
Jeffersonian Democrats, and were 
frankly Fascist in their aims. These 
civilian Fascist volunteers came from 
the privileged and aristocratic families 
of Newport, Bar Harbor, Palm Beach, 
Philadelphia, New York and Long Is- 
land and included many famous and 
dashing young men with inherited for- 
tunes whose families had lived for 
many years on the labor of the lower 
classes. Many of them were very 
brave and died heroically trying to 
seize political power through civil war 
in the belief that their class had a 
special mandate and_ responsibility 
from God to control and suppress the 


poor. 
As enemies of de- 
Sympathy mocracy, both 
With Fascists. Adolf Hitler and 
| Benito Mussolini 
sympathized with the Fascist generals. 
Mussolini had a special motive in help- 
ing them, because he wanted to grab 
Cuba and establish a foothold in Cen- 
tral America under cover of the confu- 
sion. Mussolini immediately sent in 
Italian soldiers disguised as civilian 
volunteers to seize Cuba on behalf of 
the rebellion, but even the Rebel gen- 
erals had no illusions about his inten- 
tions. They knew Mussolini would 
never get out once he got in. 


Hitler and Mussolini also shipped 
in bombing planes and military pilots 
to help traitorous generals destroy the 
American democracy, and they were 
followed by German and Italian troops 
from the regular armies, disguised as 
volunteer soldiers of fortune, Alto- 
gether, it amounted to a conspiracy 
against theeAmerican ple, but Hit- 
ler and Mussolini both denied any 
help, even in the face of absolute 
proof. They pretended to be neutral. 

The German and Italian fliers in 
German and Italian planes bombed the 
American capital, killing thousands of 
ordinary citizens, including women 
and children, and their disguised in- 
fantry took part in many attacks on 
the patriots’ lines. 

In these circumstances, the French 
and Russian governments decided to 
give a little surreptitious help to the 
government and sent in military equip- 
ment and experts to counterbalance 
the Fascist aid to the Rebels. They 
would have been quite correct if they 
had openly sold military supplies to a 
friendly nation to put down internal 
disorder, but considered the realities 
of the case and wisely, if not too 
bravely, decided that it would be best 
to play the game as the Germans and 
Italians played it. So they, too, pre- 
tended tg be neutral and indifferent 
and gave their assistance on the sly.

its promise of freedom and self-respect. 
Still, there was legally no war in 
the United States, and the govern- 
ment had a legal right to buy war 
material and borrow money from for- 
eign nations to put down a mutinous 
internal disorder. But when the gov- 
ernment tried to buy_ some second- 
hand planes in Great Britain the Brit-

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


Gratuitous activities of various 
groups of well-meaning but not well- 
informed busy bodies, supported by 
health department politicians and mer- 
chants with a keen eye to business, 
in effect bar many children from en- 
joying the benefits of modern preven- 
tive medicine. 

After all, it is a pretty poor ges- 
ture to offer schoo] children a glass 
of milk or a lunch at low cost when 
many of the children are found “un- 
dernourished.” 

The laity has acquired a false con- 
ception of the significance of certain 
terms employed by physicians and 
health authorities. When the medi- 
cal, physical or health examinations 
reveals that the child or adult is “un- 
dernourished,” “poorly nourished” or 
in a estate of “malnutrition” it does 
not follow that the individual has not 
had enough to eat. In practice the 
great majority of such cases occur in 
individuals who have never suffered 
from deprivation of food. The remedy 
for “malnutrition” is not more food, 
but more medicine and less dilettan- 
tism. 

I heartily indorse and applaud any 
and all movements or plans which 
may induce anybody and everybody to 
drink more milk. Indeed there is ac- 
tual evidence to support the belief that 
the working efficiency of factory and 
office employes is speeded up if they 
are given a glass of milk and, sayy a 
banana or other fruit or a cracker 
or two or a cheese sandwich in the 
middle of the forenoon and again in 
the middle of the afternoon, enough 
so that their increased production 
more than pays for the food and the 
10 minutes they take out to eat it. 
One of the chief characteristics of 
undernutrition. poor nutrition or mal- 
nutrition, as the physician recognizes 
the state, is flabbiness or flaccidness 
of the soft tissues, not only muscle but 
also fat, skin and ligament. This lack 
of firmness, tone, resiliency or elastir- 
ity is apparent to the eve and to the 
touch. It has much to do with spinal 
curvature, ptosis or sagging or dis- 
placement of organs, weak and flat 
feet, varicose veins, so-called middle- 
age spread of mature women and al- 
dermanice corpulence of mature men. 
This firmness, tone, elasticity of 
flesh ie not at all a matter of much 
exercise. though a reasonable amount 
of physical work. play or exercise ev- 
ery day favors the condition. It is 
essentially a matter of correct nutri- 
tion. 

Rickets and anemia have been held 
responsible for a good deal of sninal 
curvature in adolescent children. 
Rickets is a vitamin deficiency and a 
shortage of calcium and phosphorus. 
Anemia is an iron deficiency and per- 
haps in many instances a shortage in 
vitamins. 

So far the data given are accepted 
by physiology and medicine. Now I 
offer a mere speculation of my own. 
I believe many acquired physical de- 
formities are due to the poverty of 
the refined diet of most Americans in 
vitamins. I think the average child 
or adolescent needs’ particularly vita- 
mins B D and G to supplement this 
ealorically adequate but nutritionally 
deficient diet. But remember, please, 
this is only a conjecture.

THE STORY OF CHINA. 
V—Chopsticks and Food Crops. 
When people in Europe had no 
table-forks, and held meat in their 
hands while they were eating it, peo- 
ple in China were eating in far more 
dainty fashion. They were using 
chopsticks. © 

The name “chopstick” is pidgin 
English for the Chinese name which 
means “fast-moving one,” and chop- 
sticks certainly do travel fast when 
held by an expert! They take just 
a little food to the mouth each time, 
but they make many trips. 


Chinese woman using chopsticks. 


Chopsticks are long, slender sticks, 
“longer and thinner than lead pen- 
cils.” Some are made of wood, oth- 
ers of bone or ivory. When a guest 
lays them across a bow! in front of 
him, it is a sign that he would like 
to leave the table. The old custom 
is for a Chinese to stop using chop- 
sticks while he is in mourning for the 
death of a relative; then he uses his 
fingers instead of the -sticks, 

The use of chopsticks in China goes 
back thousands of years. We have a 
recofd which states that the first 
use of them was a king named Chow 
Hsin, who lived about 300 years be- 
for the city of Rome was founded. 
Stone tools and weapons have been 


found in different parts of China, 


: 


along with the bones of animals 
which were cooked and éaten in the 
“Stone Age” of China. As China 
grew, it is likely that many Stone Age 
tribes came under the rule of the 
king, and were taught the ways of 
the Yellow river valley settlers. All 
natives of what we know as China 
proper as classed as Chinese, and the 
folk of Tibet and Mongolia often are 
called Chinese. 

China proper is far the most im- 
portant part of China It contains 
less than half the total area, but it 
is the home of about 98 per cent of 
the people. 

The southern part of China Prop- 
er is noted for its great stretches 
of green-growing plants. It has a 
warm climate, and is favored by 
plenty of rainfall. Rice is far the 
most important crop, and millions 
of tons of it are grown each year. 
Rice fields cover more than one-fourth 
of all the land used for farming by 
the Chinese. 

Rice is grown in almost all of China 
Proper, but in the north wheat is 
a great crop. Northern China is 
not nearly so green as southern Chi- 
na; it has less rainfall and has cold 
winters. Farmers in northern prov- 
inces raise crops of millet, corn and 
barley, as well as wheat. 

Many Chinese families have trou- 
ble in obtaining enough food, and 
when the weather is not good for 
crops, there is likely to be widespread 
starvation. The “26-course Chinese 
dinners” which we sometimes hear 
about do take place, but they are 
enjoyed by the rich, not the poor.

TREASON INDICTMENT 
AGAINST LEE 1S FOUND 


Federalist Court Found That 
They Were ‘Instigated 
by the Devil.’ 


RICHMOND, Va., Jan. 7.—(P)—A 
faded yellow document, the indict- 
ment of General Robert BH. Lee for 


America, was found today in the base- 
ment of the Richmond Postoffice 
building where it had lain unnoticed 
for years with other historically val- 
uable relics of the old south. 

The indictment, one of 34 similar 
records found jammed into a musty 
wooden box by a workman ona WPA 
archives project, had been considered | 
lost by Virginia historians and his- | 
torical societies who have sought for 


years to obtain a full pardon for the 
Confederate leader. 


C. K. Moran, clerk of the United 
States district court, whose offices 
are in the building, said the box had 
not been opened “at least” since 1921 
when he took office. When they were 
put there, or by whom, is largely a 
matter of conjectu::, he said. 

. Longstreet Charged. 


The individual true bills found 
during the 1 terms of the 
United States district court of Vir- 
ginia, charged that such southerners 
as Robert E. Lee, of Richmond: 
James Longstreet, of Georgia, and 
Fitzhugh Lee, of Henrico (Virginia) 
county. . . “Not having the fear 
of God before their eyes, nor weigh- 
ing the duty of . - allegiance, but 
being moved and seduced by the in- 
stigation of the devil » armed 
and arrayed in a warlike manner 
. did maliciously and traitorously 
gather themselves together . . . did 
ordain and carry on war against the 
United States of America . ’ 
against the constitution, government 
peace and dignity . . . against the 
form and statute . . . in such case 
made and provided.” 


While the charges against General 
Lee and others were not prosecuted 
and, ultimately, nol-prossed, the lead-

TRADE INCREASE. HERE 


Women’s Apparel Stores 
Report Gains. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—(4)—Com- 
bined sales of department, dry goods 
and women’s apparel stores in the 
United States attained a figure indi- 
cated at $5,900,000,000 in 1936, the 
National Retail Dry Goods Associa- 
tion announced today. This repre- 
sented a gain of approximately 12 per 
cent over 1935, and was the third con- 
secutive year in which sales moved 
upward. 

Percentage increases in the 12 Fed- 
eral Reserve districts comprising the 
nation were: 

Dallas, 18.0; Cleveland, 16.0; At- 
lanta, 13.0; Chicago, 12.5; St. Louis, 
11.0; Kansas City, 11.0; New York, 
11.0; Philadelphia, 10.5; San Fran- 
cisco, 10.5; Richmond, 9.5; Boston, 
9.0, and Minneapolis, 6.5. 

The report contained the first in- 
formation on the full year’s results, 
based on actual information from 
stores, that has been made available 
to date, the association stated. The 
types of retail stores furnishing the 
statistical information ordinarily ac- 
count for 20 per cent of the nation’s 
total retail trade, the announcement 
said. 

“The gain reported for last year,” 
the association’s announcement said, 
“indicates that the sales of the types 
of stores included in the survey were 
within approximately 18 per cent of 


the high sales volume obtained in 
“Compared with 1933, which was | 
the low point of the depression period, | 
the last 12 months showed a gain of 
37 per cent. 

“Retail sales reflect consumer pur- 
chasing power which is related to 
earnings and local industrial condi- 
tions. Thus, the increase in sales for 
the country as a whole was distributed 
unevenly over the nation’s areas.” 

Stores reporting for this “flash sur- 
vey,” the association said, indicated 
they were planning operating figures 
for the spring season on sales levels 
ranging from 3 1-2 to 22 1-2 per 
cent in excess of the sales for the 
spring of 1935. Generally, 10 per 
cent was the planned increase in each 
of the 12 reserve districts.

Henderson, Governor of Alabama from 
1915 to 1919 and one of the state’s 
wealthiest men, died here tonight of 
influenza and complications which 
followed the disease. He was 77.

U.S. Market 
Letter 


The cotton markets were fairly 
steady around the first of the year. 
Inquiries for raw cotton continued 
few but exports increased slightly. The 
high daily rate of domestic mill and 
general industrial activity was reduced 
slightly by the holiday shut-down. Lo- 
bor difficulties cut down production 
in some industries. Unfinished cotton 


cloth markets were only moderately 
active, but prices continued firm. Re- 
tail buying of finished goods apparent- 
ly declined relatively less than in most 
previous years: and wholesale markets 
reported some increase in activity. 


Exports of 2,881,000 bales from 
August 1 to December 31, compared 
with 3,485,000 bales in the correspond- 
ing period ‘of 1935, and 2,506,000 bales 
two years ago. 


Average of feed prices held barely 
steady at a level around 60 her cent 
higher than the average a year ago. 

Wheat feeds were generally 50c to 
$1 per ton lower, but the richer feeds 
were about steady. Mississippi val 
ley mills were reported sold well 
ahead on cottonseed meal and a num- 
ber of Texas mills were closed because 
of lack of seed. Southern mills quot: 
ed 41 per cent meal $34 per ton. Hulls 
brought $8.50 to $11 per ton. Soy- 
bean meal fluctuated with local con- 
ditions. Corn feeds held firm. Tank- 
age still sold at $62,50 in Chicago 
and meat scraps $57.50. Imported 
beet pulp at gulf coast markets was 
quoted $37.50. 

Poultry Trend Upward. 

Prices of poultry ordinarily decline 
during the last half of the year, reach- 
ing their lowest levels in December. A 
rise follows which reaches its highest 
point in the late spring. Prices de- 
clined faster than usual during the 
past eight months and will probably 
continue downward until midwinter. 

Because of the high cost of feed, it 
is believed that continued culling of 
flocks will reduce numbers of laying 
hens in farm flocks during the win- 
ter. Production of eggs per bird this 
winter will probably not be as large as 
it was a rear ago, unless the weath- 
er stays mild. Receipts of eggs at 
the four principal markets were larger 
in 1936 than the previous year. 

Peanut dealers say the market is on 
the oi] basis this season. They mean 
that the price of peanuts depends 
much on the oil and meal markets and 
demand from mills making these prod- 


ucts. The crushers can pay fully as |- 


much as shellers for runner farmers’ 
stock. Prices of oil and meal, in turn, 
respond to price changes for butter, 
lard and feeds.
